Brest, May 22. — The thickest tog to 


jeare around 
the flniatere-tTshent 


light alone was responsible for the 
catastrophe to the British steamship 
Egypt, acording to Captain LeBarzlc, 
commanding 
officer of the freight 


steamer Seine, In his report to the 
ministry of merchant marine. 


Th« Seine" rammed the Egypt Sat- 


urday night and nearly 100 persons 
lost their lives in the disaster. Among 
them were two Americans, Mrs. M. L. 
Sibley and Miss Virginia M. Boyer, 
missionaries on their way to India. 


"The fog was so thick," says the re- 


port, "that the captain on the bridge 
•was unable to see the bow of his ship." 


"On Saturday at 4:20 p. m., the fog 


became so thick that I gave orders 
to slow down to 50 revolutions a min- 
ute. 
thus maintaining 
an average 


speed of six 
knots. At 7 o'clock I 


heard a horn quite close and imme- 
diately a huge bulk appeared 'at right 
angles crossing our bow, I gave orders 
to reverse the engines. But, too late, 
a terr>ble crash occurred, my ship 
striking the other amidships.

BOLIVIA SEEKS TO 


JOIN CONFERENCE 


But Her Request Is Denied 
Con- 


sideration by Peruvian and 


Chilean Delegates 


Washington. May 22.—Bolivia's re- 


quest for a seat in the Ancon confer- 
ence here was denied consideration to- 
day by the Peruvian and Chilean del- 
egates. 


Without wasting words, the Chilean 


delegation notified the Bolivian lega- 
tion in a brief memorandum that it 
did not even feel disposed to forward 
the Bolivian note to its government 
at Santiago. 


The Peruvians sent to the legation 


a more extended explanation of their 
position but insisted that the instruc- 
tions of the delegation did not em- 
power it to comply with the Bolivian 
request. 


What would be th« next step in 


the controversy 
was 
uncertain to- 


night, although Bolivian spokesmen 
indicated that they were not content 
to-accept today's verdict as final. The 
possibility of an appeal to the United 
States government 
was suggested. 


while in other quarters it was said 
that having failed to get her case be- 
fore the two 
delegations, Bolivia 


might address herself directly to San- 
tiago and Lima. 


There was no evidence that Presi- 


dent Harding, should he be asked to 
intervene, would be disposed to take 
any other attitude than that set forth 
in the reply to the former Bolivian 
request for participation sent to him 
soon after the conference was called 
in January. On that occasion, he an- 
swered that the question of Bolivia's 
admission must be decided by Chile 
and Peru.

It was some minutes before the liner 
began to heel over and then the pas- 
sengers dashed in great alarm from 
the dining room to the deck. Captain 
Collyer urged them to be calm and 
ordered out the boats, for which there 
was a rush. The Lascars, it is assert- 
ed, used clubs in an attempt to get 
possession of the boats but the of- 
nccrs drew their revolvers and dro\e 
them away. 


5 Ninety-Eight Are Missing.

Second Trial of Mrs. Obenchain, 


Co-Defendant, Is Set 


for June 5 


Los Angeles, May 22. — The Jury 


:n the case of Arthur C. Burch, who 
was jointly indicted with Mrs. Mada- 
lynne Obenchain, both being charged 
with the murder of J. Helton Ken- 
nedy., local broker, at Kennedy's sum- 
mer cottage at Beverly Glen, near 
here the night of August 5, last, was 
discharged today without reaching a 
verdict. 


After adjournment, the four wo- 


men jurors gathered around the Rev. 
and Mrs. Burch, parents of the de- 
fendant, and shook hands with them. 
One of the jurors said to Mrs. Burch: 
'We all feel very sorry for you." 


Deputy District Attorney Asa Keyes 


said there would undoubtedly be an- 
other trial. The second trial of Mrs. 
Obenchain is set for June 5. 


The first Burch jury stood 10 to 2 


for conviction 
and 
the Obenchain 


jury 9 to 3 for conviction. 


Jurors said that the final ballot was 


7 to 5 for acquittal. The division was 
unchanged since Saturday after the 
first ballot of six to six. The four wo- 
men on the jury voted for acquittal. 
The case was placed on the calendar 
for next Saturday, to be set for a 
third trial. 
The prosecution's theory was that 


Burch, being infatuated with Mrs. 
Obenchain, a former college acquain- 
tnce, shot Kennedy at her instigation, 
after Kennedy, with whom she was in 
love, had refused to marry her. 


The evidence showed that on July 


17 Mrs. Obenchain telegraphed to 
Burch, who was in Evanston, 111., to 
come to Los Angeles, the telegram 
saying, "I need you and the friend I 
had last summer." 
Burch 
arrived 


here July 23 bringing with him a shot 
gun case, according to the testimony. 
The prosecution claimed that the gun 
was the "friend" referred to in the 
telegram. 


Burch took a room in a hotel com- 


manding a view of Kennedy's office 
and watched the office windows for 
long periods, according to hotel em- 
ployes. 
According to the testimony, 


he also rented an automobile Under 
an assumed name and took extended 
trips. 


Mrs. Obenchain and Kennedy went 


driving the night of August 5, and 
about nine o'clock stopped at Ken- 
edy's summer cottage in Beverly Glen. 
As Kennedy was mounting a flight of 
steps in front of the cottage, two shot- 
gun shots were tired. One struck Ken- 
edy, and medical testimony showed 
that death was instantaneous.

ecting seed as to make It ineffective. 


Experiments conducted by the col- 


ege show 
that fifteen pounds of 


sweepings from the floor of a potato 
storage house placed for one hour in 
thirty gallons of standard dislnfect- 
ng solution removed one-fourth of 
the disinfecting power of the solution. 
The same weakening of the poison re- 
sulted from putting gunny and grain 
sacks into it, and it has been found 
that cement blocks made the solu- 
;ion about ten per cent less effective. 


Three Times nnd Out. 


In other experiments a number of 


lots of seed were treated one after 
the other in the same solution. These 
showed that at the end of the third 
treatment 
thirty 
per cent of the 


poison had been removed from solu- 
tion and at the end of the twelfth 
treatment only six and one-half per 
cent remained in the tank. The results 
show the danger ot using a solution 
more than three times, the .college 
says. 


Oak barrels are recommended as 


containers for the disinfectant and 
growers are warned against the 
com- 


mon practice of throwing the spuds 
in sacks and all. The suggestion is 
made that if sacks are to be disin- 
fected, they should be dipped in a 
separate solution. 


The two elements which make up 


the corrosive sublimate solution, mer- 
cury and chlorine, are easily separat- 
ed, and when the mercury Is replac- 
ed by Iron or any of the other metals 
in soil or in metal containers, the 
solution Is no more effective for seed 
treatment than so much water. Ce- 
ment tankg may be ucad as contain- 
ers, but hardwood tanks or barrels 
are said to be better. Rinsing dirty 
seed In water before treating it and 
uslns a new mixture after every third 
hatch has been dlppod
